First  Prize  #10  Donald  Mosher  "Chioggia" 

This  painting  has  a tonal  quality  and  ambience  that  is  difficult  to 
achieve  in  watercolor.  The  design  is  striking  and  the  execution  is  very  good. 

Second  Prize  #32  Tom  Nicholas  "Porcelain  and  Dried  Flowers" 

The  iridescent  quality  along  with  the  chiaroscuro  is  outstanding. 

Technically  a superb  painting  with  its  mastery  of  brush  stroke,  washes,  and  dry 
brush. 

Third  Prize  #28  Pam  Fox  "Apple  Orchard" 

Wonderfully  composed  and  designed  with  outstanding  balance.  The  purity  of 
watercolor  medium  is  at  its  best.  The  landscape  has  a dream-like  quality  that 
makes  one  want  to  be  there. 

Fourth  Prize  #26  John  Loughlin  "Rice  City  Mallards" 

The  strong  design  and  bold  treatment  catches  the  eye.  The  stillness  of  the 
silhouette  contrasts  wonderfully  with  the  movement  of  the  clouds,  wind  and 
ducks.  Although  the  painting  is  flavored  with  a.Homer  quality,  it  still  has  a 
contemporary  feeling.
